THE FRENCH ELECTIONS. 

The bonst of Givmbetta has not boon 
fulfilled. The ropublican party has not 
secured tbo complete popular ondorsQ- 
DQont ha antioipatod. Gambetta predict- 
•d that 40O republionn deputies would be 
returned. The actual number roturiied 
falls more than 100 short of liis t'stiiunto. 
Tl'e Macmahonites have giiincd about 30 
. seats, all told; but will still bo iu a laigo 
minority in the House. Under tlio Brit- 
ish form of Govornmoiit the DoBrogliu 
Ministry would have to resign. Having 
(ippealod to the country .md their policy 
not having been sustained ho other cour.so 
would bo opoLi to tlicra. In the rreuch 
constitution there 18 a bimilar provision; 
but Macuialioii in dismissing tbo Jules 
Simon ministry on the 16th" of May inti- 
mated that as long as • the Senate " (which 
is not an eleotiTehody) approred of his 
'policy the new ministry would retain 
, office, wMoh is equi-valent to Lord Bcn- 
oonsfield saying that as long as he had tbo 
confidence of the Hoirse of Lords, ho 
would not respect an adverse vote of the 
Commons. Macmahou is not troubled 
with that nice souse of honor which char- 
actorizod Thiers on constitutional points. 
"When Thiers was president and his min- 
istry wore defeated, ho not only required 
their resiguation but resigned himself. 
Under the French Constitution ho was 
not req.uired to resign, any more thuu 
the .Queon could be asked to abdicate 
upon a change of Ministry. From the 
■otteranoes of .the newspaper of gan ot 
Dtike DeBroglie it is plain to be seen that 
the President will continue to enforce his 
policy. The Conservative gains may bo 
seized upon as a pretext for continuing to 
try and rule the country in spite of a ma- 
jority hostile to the ministerial poliej in 
the lower Chamber. How that is to b« ac- 
complished without a deadlock or a coup 
de etat it is dillieult to understand. A few 
weeks ago the Imperialist newspapers on- 
nounced that if the elections then pend- 
ing should result adversely to the Gov- 
ernment another dissolution would take 
place, and dissolution after dissolution 
.until the complexion of the House was 
changed to meet tlie views of the Minis- 
try. That course would precipitate a ser- 
ious state of allairs; ;md yet wliat otliur 
course is ooeu save the forcible usiir])a- 
tion of tbe"powors of tbo Legislaturo by 
the Government and the substitution of n. 
military for the present popular form of 
Government? & spite of the protesta- 
tions of Macmahon it is plain that ho con- 
templates a return to C:usarism. Can ho 
accomplish tbis object without a resort to 
violence ? From the temper of the French 
people ws shqald say that he cannot. 

/ ■ Livings on Hope. 

Editor Colonist: — To whom docs 
tbia aj^ply ? Are there any hero who 
iDstinctively feel included in the 
query? Echo answers yes, for the 
once ardent desire for Confederation 
has been realized, and dreams of in- 
ternational greatness to bo derived 
therefrom are now considered obso- 
lete, unless tbo real act which neces- 
sitated the desire for federal union is 
perfected. Experience has proved the 
impotency of human ellbrts to perfonu 

. any act which does nafc require an- 
other to perfect it, hence tbo craviug 
desire for something more, ever look- 
ing forward to the next draniti which 
will disclose a brighter future than 
the present. During this dormant 
period of commercial stagnation two 

' oharaoters stand in bold relief to each 
other. One the hopeful enthusiast 
who always sees a cloud witli silver 
lining, and is content, witliout exer- 
tion, to wait for tbo realizaliou of his 
dreams. But tbo other is a far luoro 
important personage, for ho often 

. holds within bis grasp the prosperity 
and development of a nation. By na- 
ture shrewd and by slow success cau- 
tious the necessities of. others and 
their misfortuue are a profitable harvest 
for him; ho is content iu doing well. 
What to him is progress or the natural 
development of a country ? Is it not 
better that others should make the 
risk and whoever loses he win ? I 
feel assured that there are but very 
few who view their conduct thus or 
they would shrink from a policy hu 
baneful to moral worth. But the greed 
to acquire ttipre than we need beccni.;.4 
by continued use an abuse and the all- 
absorbing passion of an after life, i 
think I have dwelt long enough on HiIh 
subject to show one cause of uou-progre.s- 
sioa and the folly of expeoting others to 
do what we snould do ourselves; in 
other words the whole Province is look- 
ing not only to its Provincial t)nt its gen- 
eral Ciovornmeut to u.sher in a pi;ri(j<l (jf 
prosperity which can as well lie done by 
individual and private oxerticjn, Tliero 
is no lack of capital, nnywber6; it is only 
contracted into lower hands, because tbo 
whole civilized world has been living and 
acting too fast - mortgaging tlie future, 
twenty yours in advance ot retui iiK, en- 
riching tho few and imi)ovorialiii;g tlio 
many, and those few are sueii us i have 
heretofore described, hence tho slu iukaKO 
in lavish oxponditiiros, and a dread to en- 
gage iu anything wliieli entails a risk. 
Now, the i)oi)ular panacea for this Pro- 
vince is tlio .Dominion transcontinental 
railway, at ono time torminating at 1'js- 
quimalt, at another ut Burrard Inlol; an- 
other at some other point which remains 
a State secret until disclosed to tho quick 
and ready ears of capitalists. Opinion 
on tho matter is liiver.sitied, sonio tliink 
it will never bo l)uilt in our linu!, otlicra 
that tho honor of tho Dominion Govern- 
ment is at stake and it must do it, or for- 
ever forfeit tho esteem and loyalty of its 
British Columbian Bubjeots. Bilti as 1 
stated before Oovernmonts cannot do 
everything with limited resourcfs ut 
Ihoir dispo.'ial. The present Provincial 
Government has already done more than 
the woaltl) y m«n of this o olouy have shewn 



a disposition to do. T.here is wealth 
enough in this undovolopod country to 
build lifty rail waysjthe means to do it with, 
aro iu your own hands. Coal, iron, cop- 
per, tii Ivor and otbo.v minerals, all smelt- 
ing ores, and coal and timber in abun- 
dahoe to sinslt them with. Iron ore in 
abundance tasily obtainable for the man- 
ufactnro of rails for your railway, and al- 
so to supply India, China, Japan and tho 
whole of South America. What a vast 
iiold lies before you, free of immediate 
competition, and what a future greatness 
might be yours if you only had the ambi- 
tion, good judgment and desire. There 
would be no living on hope, no humiliat- 
ing prayers for a railwaj-, no doijondonco 
on others. Your raw material would com- 
mand tho rolinod and instead of having to 
solicit capital it would ilosv in from 
all parts oJ tbo world. For. a few tbou- 
siind dollars tbo whole of this vast coun- 
try could be thoroughly prospected , by 
conipotont men, and such discoveries _ as 
would reniunierato capital for the risk 
would bo utilized and worked. Land in 
the vicinity lit for agriculture would bo 
settled upon when a market for produce 
was insured and everywhere energy and 
will would supersede hope, and a pros- 
perity established on the principle of 
combined exertion would never be shak- 
en by the fall of a solitary bank. 

BnUNDEIiliUSS. 

Seances Exposed iii, a Comt 

A Company of Fertormers Personattni; a 
Variety of UaterlaUzad Spirit*. 

Philabelphu, September 29th. — 
James A. Bliss and his wife gavo 
seances at 1027 Ogden street for about 
a year, charging an admission fee of 
?1. They aro on trial for conspiracy 
for tho purpose of swiudliug-. To 
make tho deception practicable. Bliss 
and a confederate, Mrs. Ogden Harri- 
son, constructed in the cellar a room 
in which the personators of spirits 
might hide and don the requisite 
costumes. From that ajjartment a 
stairway and a cleverly hidden trap 
door enabled them to enter tho cabinet 
in the pai'lor in the main story, and in 
which Bliss was securely tied as a 
medium. 

Tho principal witness for tho prose- 
cution was Harrison, tho confederate, 
and his account of tho swindle was 
exceedingly interesting. Accordin 
to his testimony, the plan was luatjired 
about ayear ago. Bliss had in-eviously 
given flfeauces on a small scale with his 
wife as personator of an Indian 
princess; but, because of her foreign 
accent— she is Spanish — sho was com- 
pelled to confine her talk to some kind 
of broken English. . The,Ogden>Btreet 
house was hired, and the mechanism 
for the seance jjut in. The opGnih_ 
night of this establishment was on 
October 20, 1870. Harrison thou per 
souated Captain Davis, a privateer of 
the war of 1812. Mrs. Bliss represent 
od Blue Flower,., an Indian maiden, 
and a Persian dancing-girl. Music 
was used to drown any noise that they 
might make in getting iu and out of 
the cabiuet, the lights were kept so 
low that tho spectators could not sec 
distmcily, and the performance was 
iinaneially suooessful., In subsequent 
seances, the number and repertoire of 
the company were increased. L Mrs. 
Evans and hsr daughter were engaged 
as personators. 

Miss Evans appeared as "Billy, the 
Boot black," Harrison testified, and 
used such expressions as "Cheese it," 
and "Shine 'em up." Lloyd P. Smith 
of tho Philadelphia Library recognized 
"Billy, the Bootblack" as the spirit of 
a boy he had known, and who was a 
great favourite of his. Mr. Bliss jiro- 
fessod to be under the control of Billy , 
Captain Hodges and Pat McCarthy, 
who spoke through him. Mrs. Evnns 
was a Princess. Three spirits cbme 
out at a time — some times four — repre- 
sented by myself, Mrs. Bliss, Mrs. 
Evans and, Miss Evans. Tho spectators 
were geiuirally kejjt away leu or twelve 
feet. As a Turk, i wore a black sack 
over my head, and a black shawl and 
a block muslin skirt. Mr. Bliss would 
tell the audience who the spirits were. 
Wo were iji formed inside what people 
were out.si.ie iiud what spirits were 
wanted. Mi s. Bliss aj)peared as 'Cap- 
lain iioiljie.s,' iu i.'Iacic moustache and 
black side whiskers. He was the 
leader and the great chemist of the 
si iiit world, and allowed only such 
spirits to appear as lie wished. Cap- 
tain Hodge.s was a tall spirit, and Mrs. 
Bliss, in order to appear tail, stood on 
a piece of joist." 

The depletion of the company by 
tho withdrawal of the Evans family 
made the engagement of new person- 
ators necessary. Miss May Evans, a 
bright yoang woman who had been a 
j)( i former in a small way iu variety 
shows, was soon secured. Sho made 
her first appearance iu a seance as 
"Sister -Agatha," a nun, .and .as a 
(^uakeress.In the former character she 
recited a short Latin prayer, and in tho 
latter she talked a little, using "thco" 
and "thou" judiciously. Tho words 
were written out for her by Evans. 
She was oven trained to api^ear as the 
"Yit gin Mary.';' 

The most successful of all the seances 
was one in which a believer's baby was 
christened by tho suppo.sed spirits. "It 
was a groat time," said Hhrrisou. Miss 
Snydor, drosBcd as tho spirit of Clara 
AVolli, held the child, and Mrs. Bliss, 
as an Indian, performed the ceremony. 

Miss Snyder always wont to and from 
lluj liou.u) .slyly, so as not to be soon 
Iiy tho dulses, ono of whom- was a 
brother of ilic dead Clara Wolff whom 
i hc personated. In this character sho 
talked often with young Wolil", put her 
unii;; aruiiud liiiii, and kissed him with 
siuiulalcd sisterly ail'ccliou; yet ho did 
not discover the fraud. Nor was ho* 
suspicious when she asked him to lend 
niouey (() Olio of tho consinratora. 
J'lven after tlie fraud was exposed, ho 
long refused l,o boliovo that ho had been 
luiinbuggod; but lie was convincod at 
last when Miss Snydor showed him 
how she had enacted the part of his 



sister's spirit. He is a resident of 
Mount Union, Pa., but ho spent much 
of his time and money in attendance at 
these seances in this city. So thorough- 
ly had he become engrossed with the 
subject that his relatives, in order to 
undeceive him, had to got up a mock 
seance, iu which IMiss Snydor — who 
seems to have repoutod a little of hor 
wickedness — illustrated the "ways in 
which sho had misled hiin. Ho was a 
witness yesterday on tho trial. 

t)ne man was cured of his belief 
much more easily than Mr. Wolff. . Mrs. 
Bliss as tho Indian maiden, frequently 
camo out of the cabinet and talked to 
him. One night sho put her face close 
to his, and ho smelt brandy on hor 
breath. Ho iDromptly reasoned that 
spirits do not drink spirits; . As lo tho 
profits, the admission was fifty cents 
et tho outset, but Avas soon raised to a 
dollar. Private scanccy wore given iit 
ton dollars each. Thero was quarrel- 
ing over tho money, Bliss being accus- 
ed by tho others oi" taking moro than 
his share. 

The nature of the defense, which is 
to bo begun on Monday, has not oven 
been conjectured. Bliss is defiant iu 
demeanor, and says ho will fight his 
"persecutors" to the end. He came 
here from Boston, where he was a 
performer in seances and lecturer 
on Spiritualism; The costumes and 
machinery used in tho seances were 
exhibited in court to-day.

The steamer Maude left Spratt's wliarf 
at 2:15 p.m. yeHtorday for Esquimalt with 

Bomo eighty or ninety poraoiis to ■witness 
tlio rauo between the bouts of H. RI. S. 
Opal and the Auierionn ship Laokuwaunu. 
"While getting uiidorweigh iiumbors of 
baggies wore observed crossing the 
bridges nnd it seamed as if all Victoria 
WHS going to "leave tlie country and go to 
Esij^uimnlt," which was reached by tlie 
Miiudo about o o'elock. Th» stakes wore 
§80 for each boat, another §100 from each 
ship's crew, and a 2)ura3 from the ofUeors 
amounting to about §500 a side, cxclufiivo 
of some heavy heta made by tlio partizaus 
of each vessel. On arriving, the Lack- 
awanna's crew wore soon getting into 
tlioir boat in order to pull np to the start- 
ing point, near Htewiirt'sfarm in the neigh- 
borhood of the powder uiagai;ino, and 
the harbor was eulivoned by the steam 
pinnaces and launches wliieh woro skim- 
ming about. Tbo weather was splendid, 
a point which was tjiiid by many to bo 
slightly in favor of tliu Engli.sli boit, which 
was asserted to ba the lightest and longest 
of the two, although all believed that it 
would be a good race and no money was 
inyested at long odds on either side. 
About 3:20 both parties ranged np along- 
side the Shah's Btoam pinnace, on board 
of wliieh Lieut. Henderson was placed 
with a rifle, which ho was to tiro as a 
signal for starting. The preliminaries of 
tossing for choice of stations having been 
got through, the English crew dressed in 
■ a red uniform were seen on the loft hand, 
8Qd\tb« Americans in white on the right. 
At 3:28 the cry, ''they're oil','' rung ont,and 
amid the chcors of the epeclators they 
started, but it was evident almost at once 
that there was soiiiething wrong and both 
boats i)ut back, it being agreed that they 
hiul fouled auil were to start again. In 
about 10 minutes they woro once more 
away and this time got well off, both 
pulling a good, long, steady stroke, an(l 
the Lackawanna's having a slight lead, 
which thay maintained until they were 
abreast of the Maudo, when the Opal's 
men put on a Si)iirt, and gaining at every 
stroke, ranged up in the distance of the 
Maude's length level with the Americans, 
when there was another 'ofy of "foul," 
and sure enough both crews stopped pul- 
ling, and after a short consultation with 
tlio judcros in the steam innnaces, which 
were quickly on the siiot.thoLackawanna's 
boat started for her ?hip and the English 
one pulled round the course. Capt. 
Pamphlet r.in up alongside the wharf and 
his passengers took a turn on shore to 
stretch their logs and .see what thoy could 
find oiU about the race, but up to a late 
hour nothing certain could bo loiirntas to 
•who were the winners. Some blamed one 
orew, some the other' for the fouls, aud 
some were liberal enough to blame both, 
and of course opinions were equally vari- 
ed as to who would liave won if it had 
been rowed to the end; but the sentiment 
■which was appermost in the minds of all 
was regret that the match came to Buoh an 
abortive end. 

No decision had been girea by the 
judges last night; but it wasrnmored that 
the stakes were surrendered in favor of 
the Opals last night, and that the latter 
returned them ■wit'u a direcit challenge to 
the Lacka\viiini;!,s to row again to-day.

The Grain Yield of the Upper Colombia. 

(From onr Special Corrospoadent.) 

Waila Wam,a, W.T., Oct. 8, 1877. 
I do not believe flour will be any high- 
er, but, ou the contrary, cheaper than it 
is at present, I judge from what I have 
seeu of the immense stacks of wheat and 
Hour on the platforms and storehouses 
along the railroad track from Wallula to 
Walla Walla, a di.stance of 32 miles. A 
great deal of wheat in sacks is piled round 
the depots both at Wallula and Walla 
Walla for want of means to transport it to 
Portland. The distance betweed Fort- 
land and ■Wallula is a little over 200 
miles, Tho O.S.N, Co. have 15 steamers 
running botwoen Portland and Wallula 
on tho Columbia between the diflerent 
portages. They can't take it away fast 
enough. It still keeps accumulating. 
From Wallula to Portland the wheat has 
to be handled nino times. Tho company 
charges SO per ton freight. The yield of 
wheat in this valioy is considered double 
that of last year. Tho yield this year is 
estimated at over 150,000 tons. There is 
a great deal of wheat yet unthrashed. For 
tho past few days it rained heavily and 
tho wheat must have received dataaago for 
it was piled on platforms ■without any co- 
vering to protect it from tho weather. 
Thoro i-* any amount of oats waiting ship- 
ment. The farmers do not know whiit to 
do with it, From Walla Walla to Wallula 
on tho Columbia, 32 miles, freight is §0 
per ton, oud, as I said before, from Wal- 
lula toFortland the rate is $6 per ton. 
The distance is 200 miles. P.O'D.

Subsecpiently, 
however, ho pfcsouted cheques for nearly 
the whole amount. When tho draft was 
brought to tho Union Bank, it was ascer- 
tained that it bad beon raised from $25 to 
S5,000. The cashing of tho §4,000 Bauk 
of Montreal draft by tho Union Bank was 
referred to yesterilay. 'J'ho party who 
engineered this bank .gave his name as 
McAllister and was a tall man. Tho drafts 
were purcliaacd in Quebec, aud besides 
tho two referred to tho swindlers bought 
in that city four more at' least. Tho fig- 
ures had been, neatly obliterated, in fact 
so neatly that the sharpest eye cannot de- 
tect anythiug amiss. Thoro is no truth 
in the statement that tho Merchants' Bank 
had boon victimized, or any other banks 
beyond the two mentioned above, as far 
as can bo learned.

Fou'rSiiAW, Moil., Oct. 'l, — A scout 
from Furt Walsh, in tho British 
posaassions, wlio has arrived here, statoa 
that on September 17th, Major Wulsb, 
commanding the Canadian Mounted Po- 
lice,had a grand oounoil 'with the Tiegans, 
Northern Blaokfeot and Assiniboiiuis, and 
concluded a new treaty with these lu- 
diauH, the main provision of which is that 
those [ndians shall id, once comoel Kitting 
iSull mid all tlii^ diHiiU'octcd Indians from 
tliu United Htales who have recently lo't 
there aud rallied around him to leave tho 
British poBSPSsions. Tho Canadian In- 
diaiiB also agree to keep him out of her 
iMajcsty's territory hoi'Paf Icr, and if ho or 
any of his liaiid ever croiis the line again 
they will bindthembolvea to follow them 
up and kill them. In accordanco with 
this treaty or agreement the Piegans, 
Jjlaelifiiot and Assiniboinea dispatched 
delegations of chiefs to Hitting Bull's 
camp on tho evening of llio 17tli, and on 
the morniiig of the l.Sih Sitting Bull 
broke up his camp and moved rapidly 
across tho liuo, followed by a strong force 
of Canadian Indians and a detuohment of 
the Mounted Police. A short distance 
south of the lino Sitting Bull niet several 
runners from tho Jvc/, Forces and ."iout 
them back with a nu'ssiige to Chief Jo.soph 
that ho would shortly 'oiii him.

EUROPE. 

Pari3, Oct. 15.— The eveningpapeis 

point out that both tho opposition and 
tho Grovoniiuont aro disappointed, tbo 
former having hoped to return 400 
deputies whilo tho latter reckoned on 
gaining lOL) seats. Tbo "Messeuger 
de Paris" states that the Government 
has gained 40 seats and m.iy obtain 10 
more, and suggests that the Govern- 
menl's siiccoss is uuflicieut to atlbrd au 
opportiiiiity of terminating tho crisis by 
mutual concessions. Perfect tranquility 
continues to prevail. 

Nkw Youk, Oot. 15. — Paris dis- 
patches report the election of 315 He- 
publicans aud ono hundred and ninety- 
tivo Conservatives. Eleven arroudiso- 
ments require a fresh ballot, The 
result in 12 is still uncertain. The 
Government gains 37 seats. 

Pauis, Oct. 15. — "Francaise," Duko 
de Broglie's organ, claims that after 
Gambetta's boast that 400 Ilepublican 
majority in virtually a Governiuont 
victory which encourages the Conser- 
vatives to continue iu . the policy in- 
augurated on the IGlhi of May. Tho 
"Defense" (clericnl) couKiders tbo re- 
duction of tbo Republican majority u 
rebuke to tho insolcuco of tlio 1103 aud^ 
an oucouragomout to President Mac- 
Mahon to persevere in Lis j)resont 
courso. The "Temps," while admit- 
ting somo reduction of the Eepublican 
majority, couaidors tho decision of 
Franco in favor of tho Eopublic per- 
emptory and dsclaros that it will bo 
uoitlier poHbiblo nor perinissiblo to re- 
sist it. Tho "Constitutional" advises 
the immediate dismissal of tbeMinistry . 

Two hundred and eighty-five Repub- 
licans and ono hundred aud ninety- 
livo Conservatives havo boon elected 
out of 4i)0 arroudissoracnts. In 11 
cases a second ballot will bo neceasary. 
The result in these is expected to be 
favorable to the ConBeryatiyos. It is, 
considered probable that the new 
chatnbor will consist of about 320 Re- 
publicans and 210 Conservatives. 
New Youk, Oct. 15. — Californians 
Paris havo boon groatlapomused 
during the past month by some infor- 
mation about their home given in:a 
pamphlet issued by the French Gov- 
erumout for the purpose of putting all 
tbo facts concerning President Mac- 
Mahon boforo the intelligent French 
voter. Tho information is as follows; 

The Marshal is known and esteemed 
throughout the world. The Irish are 
l)roud to think he belongs to their 
race. In Ireland ho is very popiilar 
and much honored and it is the samo 
California. A great part of the 
population is Irish. The Marshal's 
naino is in every mouth. His portrait 
in every bouse in the towns and 
villages of California. The most fre- 
quent sign on public houses is tbo 
reat MacMahon." 

Beuun, Oct. 15. — It has beon dis- 
covered that tho directors of the 
Rittorschaftliche Bank, in addition to 
the wholesale disoounting of doubtful 
bills, have undertaken guarantees 
for nine hundred thousand marks 
wliich do not appear on the books. 

The news of the Republican victory 
in Franco is rocoivcd hero with satis- 
faction, and even relief by all except 
Ultramoutanes and Socialists, aa the 
triumph of peace. 

London, Oct. 15. — Ship Loch Creo 
from San Franci.sco, before reported at 
Qiiconstown, is ashore at Sunderland. 

Deserters from Plevna report Osman 
Pasha's army destitute of clothing and 
ammunition and scantily provisioned. 
Mon and officers are tired of lighting 
and are suffering aud disposed to sur- 
render to tho Russians.

If he moves his hands 
under the water any way he pleases his 
head will rise so high as to allow him full 
liberty to breathe and if he will use his 
legs as iu tho act of walkiug np-stairs his 
shoulders wilt riso abovo the water so that 
he may uso less exertion with his hands, 
or apply them to any other purpose. 
Those plain directions aro recoininended 
to the recollection of those who havo uot 
learned to swim in their youth, as they 
may be found highly advantageoas in 
preserving valuable life.
